Unemployment is rife in Dublin, and 
all the charitable organisations tell heart- 
rending stories of distress. To these condi- 
tions the reports which we receive from 
many parts of the country offer a curious 
contrast; Industry may be languishing 
and the farmers may be having a bad 
time ; but such misfortunes do not seem to 
have affected the people 's spending powers 
or their facilities for enjoyment. In the 
towns and villages there is no manifest 
le kof money. Farmers’ sons and daughters 
dres: and amuse’ themselves on a scale 
which was unknown before the war. The 
boys do not hesitate to pay ten shillings 
for a dance ticket or the girls as much 
fos a pair of gloves. This love of spend- 
ing is accompanied too often by an in- 
creasing disinclination for work. House- 
‘holders complain that the shortage of 
domestic servants grows steadily more 
acute, and that the “handy” man or 
woman, who formerly was always at dis- 
posal to weed a garden or scrub a floor, 
has vanished. In these days farmers’ boys 
are still abed long after sunrise, and, of 
course, the old hours of labour have become 
an unpopular tradition, Perhaps, some 
part of the general slackness is in the 
nature of a reaction from the recent years 
of gloom and horror. Some part of it, 
we do not doubt at all, comes from the 
demoralising influence of the dole, which 
is killing not merely the taste, but the 
capacity, for work in many thousands of 
Irishmen. There are districts where the 
use of motor vans by organised bodies cf 
dole-drawers is not unknown. 

Our business of nation-building must be 
approached from both ends. The slum- 
dwellers must get a chance to be good 
citizens. A man who lives with a 
wife and halfa-dozen children in a 
single-room tenement is virtually pro- 
good citizen. 


Deéent housing and employment are 


the remedies for the slums, and, where 


employment is concerned, the problem 
takes a national aspect. A new spirit is 
needed throughout the whole country if 
the Free State is to prosper in such a 
fashion as will bring new factories to the 
capital and will crowd the Port of Dublin 
with new shipping. Agriculture is the 
Free State’s main industry, but agriculture 
of the old, slipshod kind is no longer a 
“paying proposition.” If we are to 
multiply our exports, we must treat farm- 
ing as a science—as a pursuit which 
claim; the fullest measure of our energy, 
knowledge; forethought and exactitude. 
The spirit which will allow, these claims 
to be satisfied does not exist generally in 
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Issland to-day. It will not come into 
being without a tightening of the whole 
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an entirely new outlook on life. The vices 
of drunkenness and excessive gambling 
which frét our social reformers are only 
symptoms... They reflect the despair of 
the slums and the fecklessness. of the 
countryside; they will wane with the 
waning of the diseases themselves. House- 
builders and character-builders .are the 
country’s first need, We deceive ourselves 
miserably if we think that good citizen- 
ship is not. dependent on decent homes 
or that an undisciplined people ever can 
become great. 


The King of Italy. 


Throughout the Kingdom of Italy yes- 
terday the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
King Victor Emmanuel’s accession to the 
Throne was celebrated amid public re- 
joicings. King Victor Emmanuel was 
born in the year that saw the triumph of 
the House of Savoy and the achievement of 
the ideal for which Mazzini, Cavour and 
Garibaldi had toiled. Italy was united, 
and now the fondest dreams of the Risorgi- 
mento have become actual facts. The 
Trentino is Italian again; Fiume has “--en 
restored to the motherland; the frontiers 
of which Charles Albert dreamed have been 
won for the Italian people, and for this great 
achievement King Victor Emmanuel has 
been very largely responsible. He accepted 
the Triple Alliance with Germany and 
Austria because, in the circumstances of 
the times, no other course was open to him. 
France never had much sympathy with 
Italian aspirations ; Russia was indifferent, 
and Britain was Italy’s only friend in 
Europe. When war broke out, however, 
the King’s influence was thrown imme- 
diately into the scale in favour of 
neutrality ; and on Empire Day, 1915, the 
Italian people defied their own ‘‘ defeat- 
and entered the war on the Allies’ 
Two days after the declaration 
of the King was his 
to the front. Throughout the long and 
agonising campaign he remained virtually 
all the time with his troops; for Victor 
Emmanuel is a born soldier. When the 
tide of war swept over the country faint 
hearts weakened, but the King stood firm. 
He refused to abandon hope of success 
even after the dread disaster of Caporetto, 
and the part which his influence and 
example played in the final victory would 
be difficult to exaggerate. Victory did not 
bring peace to Italy. Bolshevism and 
internal strife played the 
nation during those anxious years which 
followed the Armistice, and serious blood- 
shed seemed to be inevitable when the 
Fascisti began their march on Rome. King 
Victor Emmanuel faced with the 
decisive moment of his career. He was 
asked to sign the proclamation of martial 
law, which would have led to instant civil 
war, and he refused. Thus the Fascist 
Administration was enabled to proceed to 
power in accordante with the Constitution 
—a fact which saved Italy from complete 
collapse. .The King’s position now is 
assured. Next to our own King he is the 
most popular monarch*in Europe. His 
natural modesty has endeared him to his 
people, who have the greatest respect for 
his courage and patriotism; and the 
prestige of the Italian Crown never was 
higher than it is to-day. The people of 
our islands will send to His Majesty their 
heartiest congratulations on the attain- 
ment of this anniversary, and lovers of 
constitutional government throughout the 
world will join in wishing him a long and 
prosperous reign over a united and pro- 
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Risks of the Road. 


The increasing number of accidents 
which have taken place recently in Eng- 
land as a result of the skidding of motor 
cars has prompted the Ministry of 
Transport to send a circular letter to all 
the county surveyors in the country. This 
letter draws attention to the fact that 
many of the accidents are a direct result 
of slippery roads, and urges the local 
authorities to treat the surfaces in such a 
way as to reduce the dangers of skidding 
to a minimum. Every week in Britain a 
thousand new motor cars are being placed 
on the roads. The motoring habit has 
become almost universal, with the result 
that the chief roads have acquired a 
polished surface, which, while it adds 
greatly to the joys of touring in good 
weather, constitutes a death-trap during 
rain. Water alone is sufficiently 
dangerous, but nearly every motor car 
drops a certain amount of oil on the roads, 
and the mixture is deadly. Sir Henry 
Maybury, Director of Transport, says that 
road surfaces can be treated with a 
liquid dressing, which includes clean 
crushed gravel or granite chippings, and 
that, while this treatment will add to the 
cost of road maintenance, it will lessen the 
risk of skidding. In Ireland, fortunately 
or unfortunately, few of the roads have 
been brought to that stage of perfection at 
which the problem of a polished surface 
arises. In the neighbourhood of Dublin, 
and in certain parts of Northern Ireland, 
there are one or two roads of this type; 
but we have a long way to go before they 
can be compared, say, with the London- 
Brighton road or the mirror-like surface 
of the Champs Elysées. In the mean- 
while, however, the problem of skidding 
seems to have been tackled with success 
by the Dublin City Commissioners. The 
new streets in Dublin have excellent sur- 
faces, but the slight corrugation of the 
asphalt gives tyres a good grip, and, if 
they are in reasonable condition, the 
dangers of a bad skid are slight. With 
old tyres, of course, anything may happen, 
and, when all is said and done, careful 
driving is the best insurance against 
accident. 


Cryptograms. 

Artistic circles in Europe are much 
intrigued, if slightly sceptical, about a new 
‘‘ discovery’ by Professor Francesco la 
Cava, of the University of Rome. The pro- 
fessor has been studying Michel Angelo’s 
wonderful fresco, “The Last Judgment,’’ 
on the wall of the Sistine Chapel, and has 
come to the conclusion that the work con- 
tains a concealed portrait of the artist in 
the shape of a “ cryptogram '' which has 
escaped detection throughout the centuries. 
Visitors to the Vatican will remember that 
one of the finest figures of the fresco is 
“that of St. Bartholomew, who is holding 
in his left hand a human skin to 
symbolise the fact that he was flayed alive. 
Professor la Cava declares that the folds 
of this skin are painted in such a way as 
to reproduce an almost perfect 
Michel Angelo. ture is 


The conjectu 
that the artist included it in his 
work in order to wreak an elaborate 
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| revenge on Pietro  Aretino, a. hated 
enemy, and supposed to have been the 
model for the figure of St. Bartholomew, 
who in the allegory of the fresco is 
depicted with a knife in his right hand, 
having, apparently, flayed his own martyred 
body. Professor la Cava and his friends 
suggest that, as Aretino ‘‘ flayed ” 
Michel Angelo by his adverse criticism of 
the artist’s work, the master went to the 
trouble of inventing this “ cryptogram ”’ 
for the enlightenment of future genera- 
tions. There is a class of student 
which seems to have “ cryptograms ”’ 
on the brain., How many “secrets ”’ 
have been revealed by involved mathe- 
mathical researches in Shakespeare! 
Holy Writ itslf has not been spared by 
these people, who seem to regard literature 
as a gigantic acrostic. Now that they 
have turned their attention to art, we 
probably shall hear that the smile of the 
Gioconda conceals a facsimile of Leonardo’s 
birth certificate, or that the marvellous 
network of Beatrice d'Este’s hair can be 
twisted into the features of Raphael. 


PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY NOTES. 


(By a PRESBYTERIAN CORRESPONDENT.) 

Young People’s night in the General 
Assembly has become of late years its most 
popular fixture. Three thousand, persons 
assembled in the Great Hall of the Church 
House, Belfast, last Friday evening to hear 
the reports on Sabbath Schools, and on the 
work of the Young People’s Guild. It was 
an inspiring audience, and the speaking was 
of a high order. 

Owing to the recent death of the Rev. James 
Pyper, the Convenership of the Sabbath 
School Committee is vacant, and, in the cir- 
cumstances, the report was presented by the 
Rev. David Stewart, of Muckamore, who 
also tabled the report on The Young People’s 
Guild. These reports were seconded by the 

v. H. C. Waddell, of Fintona, and Mr. 
S. R. Anderson, respectively. 

The vacant Convenership of the Sabbath 
School Committee was filled by the appoint- 
ment of the Rev. R. Hyndman, of Belmont. 

Later in the evening the meeting heard two 
most interesting and inspiring speakers on 
the subjects of the message of Christ to the 
young, and methods of Sunday School work—- 
the Rev. James Reid, of Eastbourne, and the 
Rev. A. W. Scudamore-Forbes, of Aberdeen. 
Both emphasised the immense importance of 
work among the young in day and secondary 
schools for making character and training 
youth to be good citizens. 

In the Sunday School report reference was 
made to the Dublin Presbytery’s Training 
Class for teachers, and other Presbyteries are 
urged to follow the city’s lead.

The difficulty of finding a programme of 
Scripture study that will be generally accept- 
able is admitted in the report. The British 
International Programme is stated to be most 
in use, but fromi many quarters there are pro- 
tests against its, ‘‘ scrappiness.’’ This, in- 
deed, is the prime and unavoidable fault of 
of all programmes which try to cover the 
whole of Scripture in two or three years. The 
lessons lack continuity; then there is the 
difficulty arising from the different ages of 
the children in Sunday Schdols.

The Saturday meeting of the Assembly is 
usually a short one, and this year it got 
through the agenda in two hours. 

The report on Publication referred chiefly 
to the two monthly magazines of the Church, 
the Children’s Daybreak, now edited by Mrs. 
Paul, and 7'he Missionary Herald, edited by 
Dr. Bain. Both are excellent, and their cir- 
culation is increasing, but many members of 
the Assembly feel that the Church does not 
make enough use « the immense power of the 
Press, and that it might with great advan- 
tage spend far more money on these maga- 
zines and other publications.

It is to be noted with satisfaction that 
politics have almost no place in this year’s 
Assembly, and that there is an increasing 
tendency of late years to break away from 
the barren fields of political controversy. 
The only reference to politics in any report 
is in that of the Government Committee, and 
it is couched in terms of friendly good-will 
to the Free State Government. 

The Very Rev. R. W. Hamilton, ex- 
Moderator, speaking on the report of this 
Committee, referred to a long-standing griev- 
ance of Presbyterians in Ireland, especially 
in the six counties, that in the distribution 
of public honours Presbyterians did not re- 
ceive the proportion to which they are en- 
titled by their place and numbers in the 
community. He detailed some of the steps 
which he had taken—not always with success 
—to secure greater equity in this matter.

One of the minor societies of the Church is 
the Presbyterian Historical Society. Its re- 
eet was presented by Professor R. A. 8. 
Macalister, of Dublin, who takes a warm in- 
terest in its work. This Society was founded 
almost too late, yet in the twenty-five years 
of its existence it has rescued much of his- 
torical interest and value which might have 
been lost to the Church, such as congrega- 
tional records, old MSS., old printed books 
and portraits. These are preserved in the 
Church House, Belfast, under the care of 
Miss Jean Craig, in a room where they are 
well arranged and catalogued. 

A sentence in the report, which states that 
‘‘almost every day and every post bring 
callers or inquiries seeking the assistance o 
the Society in the investigation of some. his- 
torical point,” indicates the importance of 
the work of the Society. Had the operations 
of the Society begun fifty years ago, a con- 
siderable mass of historical material, now 
irretrievably lost, would have been preserved. 

A beneficent activity of the Church that 
secures little public notice is the Old Age 
Fund. The object of this fund is to help 
old people, men and women, who are not en- 
titled to the State pension. It was reported 
that the total amount distributed in grants 
last year to aid 500 most deserving members 
of the Church was £5,000. 

At the conclusion of the proceedings the 
Assembly adjourned to meet again this even- 
ing.

In the first 
place, the evacuation of the Cologne zone 
will be automatic, and, secondly, the main 
obstacle to the German proposal for a 
Western European pact will be removed.

SITUATION WORSE IN 
THE INTERIOR.

SHANGHAIL, Sunday. 

The Shanghai situation is quiet to-day, 
Mut the atmosphere is pregnant with possi- 
bilities owing to the uncertainty of the 
attitude of the local military in adjoining 
territory. A Japanese volunteer was to- 
day kidnapped and taken into native terri- 
tory and held a prisoner. 

The Consular body to-day, in a Note to

emphasised, and especially the necessity 
of closing up the Bolshevik headquarters, 
which have been operating openly a few 
cards from the settlement. boundaries, and 
apparently under the protection of native 
litary forces.

Wellington Koo and eight other 
prominent Chinese have issued a manifesto 
urging calmness in the present situation.

The manifesto declares that the existing 
circumstances are capable of settlement 
only by friendly consultation, sympathetic 
understanding of the points at issue, and 
mutual conciliation. 

The directors of twenty-two Peking 
hicher schools have petitioned the Execu- 
tive to ask the Legations to instruct the 
Consuls to order an immediate cessation 
of the barbarous acts, at the same time 
directing the Kiangsu Commander to send

CANTON FIGHTING. 


GUNBOATS FIRE ON BUND. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
CANTON, Sunday, 

While still protesting loyalty to the 
principles of Dr. Sun Yat Sen and the 
Kuomintang Party, the Yunnanese Generals, 
Yang Hsi Min and Lau Chun Wah, presented 
a demand to the authorities to order the 
cessation of troop movements in the East and 
North River districts, otherwise they would 
take the necessary measures to resist. 

The authorities replied denouncing their 
insubordination and dismissing them, and 
appointing General Chu Pei Teh, Acting 
Commander of the Yunnanese forces. This 
was a virtual declaration of war. General 
Yang Hsi Min has seized the Governor's 
yamen, the telephone and telegraph offices, 

, and the electric light plant. The telegraph 
lines to Hong Kong have been cut near’Shek- 
lung. Barricades have been erected along 
the entire length of the Bund by the Yun- 
nanese, facing the Cantonese barricades at 
Honam across the river. 

The gunboats under the Canton authorities 
command the river, and the Yunnanese are in 
control of the whole of the Canton side. 
(;eneral Hau Chung Shi’s Cantonese army is 
approaching from Sheklung, with General 
Yang Hs: Min’s troops advancing to meet 
them. General Chu Pei Teh. with the 
Yunnanese and Hunanese still loyal to 
‘anton, is approaching from the North, and 
General Lau Chun Wan is advancing to re- 
sist them. 

The authovities ere placing their chief 
dependence on the Whampoa Cadets, who 
have been trained by Soviet officers. If 
Honam is taken the authorities expect to 
move to Whampoa. 

The Baptist Mission schools at Tungshan have 

been closed, and the foreign women and 
children are leaving. It is greatly feared that 
the Kuomintang will call a general strike. 

The cargo coolies are still on strike. 

Mr. Sun Fo, Dr. Sun Yat Sen's son and 
Mayor of Canton, arrived here to-day. 

Fighting began at four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, all the gunboats steaming up the 
river towards Shameen and firing di y on 
the Bund. 

The gunboats later passed Shameen. They 
did not fire on the concession, but headed 
around Honam. There was machine-gun a 
rifle fire from both sides of the river, near t 
cement works, but it had practically 
by 5.50 in the afternoon. All the Hong 
Kong steamers left during the fighting.

ACCESSION.

CELEBRATIONS IN ROME. 
ROME, Sunday. 

The 25th anniversary of the accession to 
the Throne of King Victor Emmanuel was 
celebrated throughout Italy to-day. In the 
capital a review of troops was held this 
morning, and afterwards the King and Queen 
drove in State to the Quirinal, where they 
received the members of the Government, as 
well as numerous Deputies and Senators. 
When the President of the Senate had read 
an address of loyalty, the President of the 
Chamber read a resolution couched in similar 
terms which had been recently by 
the Chamber. The King then made a short 
speech, expressing his thanks for and 
appreciation of the many manifestations of 
loyalty and devotion which the occasion had 
called forth. 

Both the King and the heir apparent had 
cordial conversations with Signor Mussolini 
and several of the Cabinet Ministers and 
Deputies. Yesterday evening and during the 
night scores of special trains brought 
thousands upon thousands of visitors to the 
already overcrowded capital, Delegations and 
representatives of different public bodies 
arrived from al! parts of the country. 

The streets of Rome to-day are gaily be- 
flagged, even in the poorest quarters, and 
everywhere there is the greatest enthusiasm 
and rejoicing. The military review, which 
was held this morning, was graced by 
beautiful weather. Besides the King and 
Queen and the Royal family, there were pre- 
sent Signor Mussolini, the Duke of Aosta, 
Marshal Diaz, ex-War Minister; Marshal 
Cadorna, and the new Chief of the General 
Staff, General Badoglio; Grand Admiral Thao 
di Revel, and the Foreign Military 4 ttachés. 
The King had a magnificent reception. 

When the King and Queen left to return 
to the Quirinal the crowd broke through the 
police cordon, and the Household troops had 
to clear a passage for the Royal cars.—

GENEVA, Sunday. 

The first conversation between Mr. 
Austen Chamberlain, the Foreign Secretary, 
and M. Briand, the French Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, took place in delightfully 
informal surroundings, which were quite 
after M. Briand’s heart. 

The meeting place selected by the 
French statesman was an unpretentious 
village café on the edge of the lake at 
Versoix, a charming spot about half an 
bour’s run by motor car from Geneva. 
Iuncheon was served in an ivy-covered 
summer house to about eight persons. 

besides the two Foreign Secretaries there 
were Mrs.eAusten Chamberlain and Mr. 
W. H. M. Selby, of the Foreign Office, 
while accompanying M. Briand were M. 
Clausel and M. Massiglie, both of the 
French Foreign Office, and M. Avenol, 
Assistant-General of the League of 
Nations. 

Luncheon was served at one o'clock, but 
the party did not break up till four. Both 
sides declare that no statement will be 
issued, but the fact is that for a prolonged 
period the two statesmen exchanged views 
on all the matters at issue. 

A group of villagers gathered outside the 
café could hears rounds of laughter pro- 
ceeding from the luncheon table, and after 
a long wait they were rewarded by the 
appearance of the members of the merry 
party. 

All were in the best of spirits on 
leaving. M. Briand and Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain drove off together for a motor 
ride. The selection of this little café is, 
doubtless, due to the fact that its pro- 
prietor was once chef to the late Tsar of 
Russia. 

To-night Mr. and Mrs. Chamberlain 
dined privately with Sir Eric Drummond, 
the Secretary-General of the League of 
Nations, and Lady Drummond. ~ 

Although altogether there are some 
twenty-seven items on the agenda for the 
thirty-fourth session of the Council of the 
League of Nations, which opens to-morrow 
under the presidency of M. Quinones de 
Leon, the Spanish representative, there are 
only two or three subjects that may be 
classified as coming in the categor7 of first- 
class political importance. 

Probably the more important political 
happenings at Geneva will be in connec- 
tion with the expected conferences quite 
outside the League of Nations, that are 
taking place between Mr. Chamberlain, 
who is now for the third time attending 
the Council of the League, and M. Briand, 
who is now here in the additional réle of 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs. 


MUSEUM THAT DUBLIN 
IGNORES. 


AMERICAN INTEREST IN IRISH 
HERALDIC RECORDS. 


That the museum of heraldic art and 
treasure at the Office of Arms in Dublin 
Castle is open to the public is not generally 
known to Dublin people, though visitors to 
the capital frequently inquire for it and find 
their way there. The Office of Arms re- 
ceives many inquiries from sons abroad 
who think they may be entitled to bear the 
arms of Irish families. 

Sir Nevile Wilkinson, who is in charge of 
the Office of Arms, returned recently from a 
tour in America, where he visited New York, 
Chicago, San Francisco, and other cities of 
the West and Middle West States. 

While he was there he was invited to give 
lectures on heraldry and kindred subjects, and 
on one océasion addressed ‘a gathering of 700 
students of the University of Denver, He 
was surprised, he told an /rish Times inter- 
viewer, to find the extraordinary interest in 
heraldry taken by all those with whom he 
came in contact. 

“There is a great appreciation im 
America,” he said, *‘ of the possibilities of 
heraldry as a basis of decoration in archi- 
tecture and in the embellishment of various 
materials; and its value to the historian and 
genealogist is fully recognised. '' 

Since his return Sir Nevile has had a good 
deal of correspondence with those he met who 
are of Irish extraction, asking for informa-

Concerning the Office of Arms, Sir Nevile 
said that those who visit the Heraldic 
Museum there will have an opportunity of 
seeing the great possibilities of heraldry as a 
decoration. The museum is open to the 
public daily, except Saturday afternoons, and, 
in Sir Nevile’s opinion, it well repays a visit 
from all those who are interested in ‘‘ the 
lineal descendant ’’—as he called it—'' of the 
symbolism which had so strong a hold on the 
Celtic imagination.”’

Despatches received here state that the 
anti-Venizelists have seized the island of 
Samos from Greece by a coup d’état yes- 
terday. 
The revolt, which was led by two 
brothers, took the Athens Government 
completely by surprise. Eight Greek war- 
ships, with a battalion of infantry and 
machine guns aboard, are on the way to 
Samos. Other detachments of Greek 
troops have been sent from Mytilene to 
help to combat the revolution.

OUTBREAKS. 


SITUATION IN REGARD 
TO FOREIGNERS.

Telegraphing from Shanghai yesterday, 7’ he | 
Times Correspondent states :—From Chinese 
sources, which I have usually found to be 
well-informed, I have obtained an explanation 
of the present outbreak, which is generally 
ale Wg as correct by experienced observers. 
According to-my informant, the trouble is 
part of a comprehensive move, headed by 
Feng Yu-Hsiang, the Christian General, sup- 
ported by Moscow, and actively pushed by 
the Kuominta (the Revolutionary Party) 
ainst Chang Tso-Lin, and the present Anfu 
Covuruapeia in Peking. 
Broadly speaking, the plan is to make such 
disturbances eyerywhere, so as to compel 
fureigners to intervene. \This would open 
Peking to Feng and the Kuomintang, who 
believe that at a later date they would be 
able to deal with foreigners as they please 
The date of the outbreak, which was origin: 
ally intended to be later in the summer, was 
vrecipitated by Chang Tso-Lin’s arrival with 
large forces at Tientsin. On May 28 there was a 
long discussion at the Soviet Consulate here, 
at which the outbreak of the following Satur- 
day was planned, in the hope of capturing 
the Louza police station, where there is a 
large armoury of rifles and ammunition, and 
of plunging the while town in disorder while 
most of the people were away at cricket, 
tennis, and other games 

My informant was specially insistent that 
the missionaries and traders must be called 
in from the interior. Many circumstances 
lead one to believe that this view of the 
situation is correct. Travellers from the 
Yangtze Valley say that feeling is very bad, 
notably at Wuhu, Nanking, and Chinkiang. 
At the latter place a mob yesterday attacked 
the British concession and mauled the British 
Consul, but, fortunately, they were beaten off 
by the Chinese police. ' 

On the other hand, in Shanghai one ven- 
tures to think the outlook is better. 

With no desire to be sensational, adds the 
correspondent, I cannot but feel that the 
situation vis-a-vis foreigners in China is ex- 
tremely grave. The present crisis is nowise 
the affair of weeks or months, but the cul- 
miriation of years of smouldering feeling, 
together with exasperation with misgovern- 
ment, chaotic conditions, and the general dis- 
orderliness. It is significant that the shops 
in the native Chinese city are now closing, a 
circumstance which corroborates the belief in 
the major political issue stated above. It 
should be remembered that the Boxer move- 
ment originally started as an Anti-Manchu 
campaign, and was then cleverly given an 
anti-foreign turn.

A SMALL BAND OF CRIMINALS. 


Commenting upon the ratification by the 
Grand Mufti of Egypt of the.senteuce of 
death pronounced by the Cairo Assize Court 
on eight Egyptian’ found guilty of murdering, 
or conspiring to murder, the Sirdar and 
Governor-General of the Sudan, last Novem- 
ber, Zhe J'imes says :—Two features stand 
out very clearly from the accounts of the 
public trial of the conspirators. Their chief, 
the ex-member of Parliament, Dr. Shafid 
Mansur, is, or was till very, recently, a 
member of the Zaghlulist Party Committee, 
and had held so high a position in the esteem 
of Zaghlul Pasha himself that though he had 
been implicated in two political crimes—the 
murder of Butros Pasha and the wwagí to 
assassinate the late Sultan Hussein—and had 
escapéd in the first case through the defects 
in the criminal code, and in the second 
through lack of evidence, he was the Na- 
tionalist leader's candidate for one of the 
highest posts in the Egyptian Home Office. 

his fact alone fully explains the action of 
Mr. Keown Boyd, the Director-General of the 
European Section of the Department of Public 
Safety and of Russell Pasha, Commandant of 
the Cairo City Police, in asking Lord Allenby 
almost immediately after the crime to relieve 
them of all responsibility for the conduct and 
results of the investigation into the murder of 
Sir Lee Stack, on the ground that experience 
(under Zaghlulist government) had convinced 
them that the Egyptian authorities could best 
conduct such investigations by other means 
than those at the disposal of the British 
officials in their service. 

Zaghlul Pasha. although he frequently and 
doubtless, sincerely, condemned _ political 
crime, and displayed a natural horror at the 
assassination of a tried friend of his country, 
cannot be acquitted of moral responsibility for 
thisand previous deeds of violence. The complete 
cessation of political crime in Egypt, where 
it had been rampant since 1919, indicates that 
the Government have at last laid hands on 
the small group whose criminal activities t- 
jured the reputation of the country, and in 
the end exposed it to a justifiably severe 
ultimatum from His Majesty's Government. 
It may be hoped that the next elections will 
confirm the growing evidence that the great 
majority of Ccvitionn are weary of political 
disturbance and terrorism and desire the 
maintenance of an old political friendship.

An appalling scene was witnessed this 
morning in the court room when the 
sentences were pronounced on the prisoners 
accused of the murder of the Egyptian 
Sirdar, Major-General Sir Lee Stack. 
Fight of the prisoners received sentences 
of death, while the ninth, the driver 
whose culpability was confined to assist- 
ing the murderers to escape after the 
erime, was sent to prison for two years 
hard labour. 

Until the announcement of the sentences 
th accused, as throughout the trial, main- 
tained attitudes of composure, some almost 
of contemptuous indifference. But imme 
diately the President of the Court 
announced that the eight were to hang 
thei: composure disappeared. The eight 
men became suddenly metamorphosed into 
savage beasts, howling and struggling in 
an attempt to climb over the bars of the 
dock. They furiously declaimed, mean- 
while, that they were innocent and ill- 
treated victims of others' wrong-doing. 
Amidst scenes of wild disorder the court 
was cleared, and the conemned men, still 
struggling with the warders, were carried 
out to await the gallows.

APPEAL ON TECHNICAL POINT. 

Reuter’s Correspondent states that che 
outburst was mainly confined to the two 
Enayats and Ibrahim Musa, all three of 
whom, shrieking and struggling, had-to be 
dragged from the dock. The court was 
immediately cleared at the first sign of 
the outburst, which lasted for several 
minutes. 

Some of the prisoners remained seated, 
wecping.

The Presi- 
dent replied that the question could be 
raised in the Court oí Cassation. 

The appeal wil! come before the Court 
of Cassation in about three weeks’ time, 
and at least thirty days before the execu- 
tion of the judgment.

DRAWING SURREY COVERTS 
WITH TERRIERS. 

Residents in the neighbourhood of Holm- 
wood Common, Dorking, are tired of losing 
their ducks, geese and chickens, which have 
been killed by foxes which infest the district, 
which is hunted by the Surrey Union Fox- 
hounds. 

The commoners, therefore, formed a 
terriers’ hunt with the object of exterminat- 
ing the foxes, and, headed by Mr. Bert 
Bachelor as master and Mr. P. Rossiter as 
whip, both in searlet coats and silk hats, a 
hunt took place last week. Guns were carried, 
and the foxes not killed by the dogs were 
shot, 

A hundred people took part in the hunt, 
and the bag was a brace and a half. 

“We have accounted for six foxes,” said 
the '“ master.” ‘‘ We have anything up to 
twenty terriers between us, and we hunt for 
the sport of the thing as well as to rid our- 
selves of the pests. We only hunt on the 
common, and our method is to drive the foxes 
from their lairs and shoot them when they 
are not caught. The Surrey Foxhounds do 
not drive over the common, and people can 
not afford to keep the foxes on the best of 
food.''
